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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent 
claims 1, 14 and the respective dependent claims are allowed because the instant 
invention discloses a novel method for weaving pile fabrics on face-to-face weaving 
machines and the fabrics thereof. Specifically, the method and fabric are required to 
have: groups of at least four weft yarns inserted in respective openings between 
repeatedly crossing binding warp yarns; that pile warp yarns are interlaced over a weft 
yarn in the upper and lower backing fabric alternately in order to form pile burls; and that 
during successive insertion cycles each time at least two weft yarns are inserted, so that 
each group of weft yarns comprises at least two pairs of weft yarns and in that the pile 
warp yarns are interlaced each time over the weft yarns of these pairs, situated on the 
back of the fabric. The specific yarn groupings, insertion requirements, and interlacing 
placements are not taught in the prior art.
